Collections  Covering  the  Inspection  of  Fresh  Fruits  and  Vegetables: 

All  fees  covering  commercial  inspections  of  fresh  fruits  and  vegetables 
shall  "be  deposited  to  the  credit  of  "124310  Reimb.  Inspection  of  Perishable  Fo 
and  other  Farm  Products". 
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All  fees  collected  from  the  vendor  to- cover  the  inspection  of  fresh  fruits 
and  vegetables  for  other  Federal  Agencies  shall  be  deposited  to  Appropriation 
"128015.1200  Deposit  of  Fees,  Inspection  and  G-rading  of  Farm  Products." 

All  collections  covering  expenses  incurred  by  Fresh  Fruit  and  Vegetable 
Inspectors  shall  be  deposited  to  Appropriation  "12544-10.020,  Salaries  and  Ex- 
penses, Marketing  Service,  1945." 

There  is  one  exception  to  the  above  instructions:  -  Collections  of  fees 
or  expenses  within  the  States  of  Hebrasha  and  Wyoming  shall  be  deposited  to  the 
credit  of  Appropriation  "128015.1088,  Deposit  of  Fees,  Inspection  and  Grading 
of  Farm  Products." 


Collections  Covering  the  Inspection  of  Processed  Foods: 

All  fees  and  expenses'  covering  the  inspection  of  Processed  Foods,  whether 
commercial  or  Federal  -  shall  be  deposited  to  Appropriation  "128015.1200,  Deposit 
of  Fees,  Inspection  and  Grading  of  Farm  Products." 

All  collections  covering  Continuous  Factory  Inspection  service  shall  be 
deposited  to  the  individual  State  trust  fund  applicable.    The  only  difference 
in  scheduling  collections  covering  this  service  is  the  Appropriation  number;  the 
title  of  all  trust  funds  remaining  the  same.    A  list  of  these  Appropriation 
numbers  has  already  been  f  urnished  you. 

General! 

All  field  offices  should  immediately  begin  a  new  series  of  numbers  on 
schedules  (for  instance,  "DA-A-l" ,  etc.,)  covering  collections  for  services 
rendered  on  and  after  July  1,  1944.    Do  not  change  the  "A"  -  this  designates 
"Fruit  and  Vegetable  Branch"  and  not  "year."    All  schedules  must  be  numbered, 
continuing  the  old  series  of  numbers  for  last  year's  business,  except  on 
Miscellaneous  Receipts  (124310).    Separate  schedules  must  be  prepared  for 
collections  covering  services  within  two  different  fiscal  years,  with  the 
exception  of  those  being  deposited  to  the  credit  of  Miscellaneous  Receipts. 
Collections  deposited  to  the  credit  of  Miscellaneous  Receipts  will  all  apply 
against  fiscal  year  1945  -  on  and  after  July  1  -  so  no  distinction  need  be  shown. 
The  fiscal  year  should  be  indicated  at  the  top  of  all  schedules  immediately  above 
the  words  -  "Schedule  of  Collections."

EDIBLE  TEES  NUT  INDUSTRY  ADVISORY  COMMITTEE  MEETING 

This  committee,  represenin  g  growers ,  packers  and  shellers  of  walnuts,  pecans 
almonds  and  filberts  met  in  Washington  .on  June  30.    Topics  of  discussion  in- 
cluded containers,  storage,  labor,  price  reports  and  others.    The  price  ceiling 
program  for  the  1944  nut  crop  was  discussed  with  the  committee  by  representatives 
of  the  Office  of  Price  Administration.     It  is  expected  that  such  amendments  as 
are  necessary  to  the  M^kimum  Price  Regulation  490,  relative  to  edible  tree  nut 
price  ceilings,  will  be  issued  prior  to  the  marketing  season. 

I.C.C.  SERVICE  ORDERS 

An  I.C.C,  Service  Order  is  contemplated  covering  Arizona  and  California 
oranges,  issued  pursuant  to  Marketing  Order  No.  66.      I.C.C.  was  requested  to 
institute  a  car  service  order#  I.C.C.  Service  Order  No.  148  became  effective 
August  14,  1943,  and  was  successful  in  breaking  up  violations  of  the  Marketing 
Order. 

Oranges  are  now  selling  at  ceiling  and  supplies  are  expected  to  drop  off 
still  further,  therefore,  a  new  order  has  been  proposed  similar  to  I.C.C.  Order 
No.  66  which,  if  approved,  will  be  effective  about  July  16,  1944. 

FOOD  ORDERS 

I'JFO  55,  as .  amended,  relative  to  shipment  of  plums  from  California  has  been 
rewritten  and  was  issued  as  Amendment  2,  June  30,  1944,  effective  July  1,  1944. 
All  provisions  relating  to  assessments,  the  Industry  Advisory  Committee  and  the 
program  manager  have  been  deleted.     In  addition,  the  shipment  of  plums  having 
limited  injury  from  .hail  is  authorized  if  such  plums  otherwise  meet  the  require- 
ments of  the  U.  S.  ho.  2  Grade.    Due  to  shortage  of  inspectors,  the  provision  of 
the  order  requiring  plums  to  be  inspected  by  the  Federal-State  Inspection  Service 
prior  to  shipment  has  been  deleted,  and  in  lieu  thereof  provision  Is  provided 
that  the  Director  may  require  any  lot  or  shipment  of  plums  to  b e  inspected  prior 
to  shipment. 

Certain  duties  in  regard  to  the  local  administration  of  the  order  have 
been  delegated  to  Mr.  Donald  E.  Wilcox  of  the  San  Francisco  office. 

i'JFO  65,  relative  to  shipments  of  fresh  Bartlett  and  Beurre  Hardy  pears 
from  Washington,  Oregon  and  California,  was  terminated  June  30. 

A  proposed  order  to  set  aside  Bartlett  pears  in  California  for  canning 
during  the  1944  season  is  near  final  development. 

IJF0-102.    Reports  from  Mr.  H.  M.  Riley,  who  is  the  supervisor  of  inspec- 
tions in  Georgia,  indicate  that  TJFO-102  is  serving  a  very  useful  purpose,  par-  , 
ticularly  in  preventing  the  shipment  of  immature  peaches.    Due  to  the  fact  that 
a  ceiling  price  on  peaches  is  expected  momentarily,  the  pressure  from  grov/ers  to 
ship  immature  peaches  in  order  to  get  them  out  before  the  coiling  becomes 
effective  has  been  very  great.    Prices  reported  in  the  terminal  markets  of 
Philadelphia  and  New  York  for  the  immature  peaches  being  shipped  from  the  Carolinas 
arc  about  one-half  of  the  prevailing  price  for  G-corgia  peaches. 
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REVISED  RESTRICTIONS  ON  CONTAINERS 

Restrictions  on  the  use  of  new  wooden  containers  for  cantaloupes  and 
melons,  carrots,  cauliflower,  celery,  cucumbers,  lettuce,  radishes,  and  grapes 
were  removed  from  Order  L-232,  effective  June  30, 

The  War  Production  Board  makes  it  clear,  however,  that  critical  shortage 
of  lumber  and  veneer  still  exist,  and  that  it  will  "be  necessary  for  growers  and 
shippers  of  fruits  and  vegetables  to  use  second-hand  containers  to  the  greatest 
extent  possible  if  all  crops  are  to  be  moved  to  market  in  packages. 

On  the  same  date,  by  an  amendment  to  Order  L-232A,  the  growers  and 
shippers  of  oranges  and  grapefruit  in  Arizona  and  California  who  limit  their 
shipments  in  now  wooden  containers  to  92  percent  during  the  quarters  beginning 
May  1  and  August  1,  will  not  be  required  to  comply  with  the  restriction  "that 
not  more  than  96  percent  of  these  fruits .may  be  packed  in  new  or  used  wooden 
containers.     In  other  words,  a  grower  or  shipper  may  elect  to  use  sacks,  used 
containers  or  bulk  for  eight  percent  of    his  commercial  shipments. 

CONTAINERS  SCARCE  IN  "BASIC?"  TERRITORY. 

Production  of  baskets  for  peaches,  apples  and  other  tree  fruits  and 
vegetables  cannot  be  expected  to  meet  requirements.     Growers  and  shippers  must 
exercise  their  own  initiative,  ingenuity  and  resourcefulness  in  obtaining 
packages,  either  now  or  used.    Government  agencies  will  lend  every  possible 
assistance  in  trying  to  locate  supplies  for  any  individual,  but  under  existing 
conditions  where  manufacturers  are  already  booked  beyOn&gth^ £r^Pjr8^Sf  n"g§. 
capacitj7-,  it  must  be  realized  that  packages  for  one  individual/  if  at  all,  only 
at  the  expense  of  some  other  individual  whose  needs  may  be  equally  pressing. 

In  the  "basket  territory"  -  the  Mid-Uest  and  East  -  growers  are  faced 
with  the  probable  necessity  of  utilizing  substitute  packages,  e.g.  —  hampers, 
orange  boxes,  lug-boxes,  etc. 

POTATOES 

Price  support  programs  wore  announced  for  Virginia,  effective  June  19; 
Missouri,  July  1;  Few  Mexico,  West  Texas,  Kansas  and  Kentucky,  July  5.  Effective 
June  28,  amendments  to  extend  the  purchase  period  for  northeastern  Texas  through 
June  30,  Arkansas  through  July  20  and  Oklahoma  through  July  15  was  approved. 

Demonstrations  for  ensilaging  potatoes  for  feed  purposes  arc  being  made 
at  the  J.  Tankard  Farm,  Pant ego 3  I*6rth  Carolina  Agricultural  College,  Raleigh, 
North  Carolina;  Virginia  Truck  Experimental  Station,  in  cooperation' with  Norfolk 
Virginia  Prison  Farm,  Norfolk,  Virginia;  Colorado  State  Agricultural  College, 
Fort  Collins,  Colorado  and  U.S.D.A.  Agricultural  Research^ Center ,  Beltsville, 
Maryland. 

The  starch  diversion  program  in  Maine  was  authorized  to  continue  operations 
until  supplies  of  1943  crop  potatoes  were  exhausted. 

Interest  is  being  manifested  by  shippers  and  producers  in  Michigan,  Wis- 
consin, Minnesota  and  North  Dakota  in  making  operative  the  North  Central  States 
marketing  agreement. 

A  complaint  by  the  War  Food  Administration  was  filed  against  carriers  to 
remove  the  refrigerator  car  service  charge  assessed  Main  Potato  Shippers  for 
such  refrigerator  equipment.

EXTRA  PRINTING-  UNDER  COOPERATIVE  AGREE! ISITTS 

Practically  all  cooperative  agreements  contain  a  provision  to  the  effect 
that  "additional  printing  which  is  agreed  "by  both  parties  to  "b  e  necessary  to  the 
work  under  this  agreement  may  "be  done  "by  the  State  and  the  cost  of  such  printing 
shall  "be  credited  to  the  State  in  the  quarterly  "billing  of  the  Federal  overhead*11 

It  was  frequently  necessary  to  amend  old  agreements  in  order  to  authorize 
the  State  to  do  quick  emergency  printing*    The  provision  quoted  above  was  intended 
to  cover  extra  printing  of  this  kind  and  is  not  an  unlimited  authorization  for  the 
States  to  do  such  printing  with  credit  against  their  obligations  to  the  Federal 
department. 

Additional  forms  which  a  State  may  consider  desirable  for  use  in  taking 
care  of  its  own  particular  problems  must  be  printed  at  its  own  expense*  Under 
no  circumstances  should  any  additional  printing  be  done  under  the  above  quoted 
provision  of  a  cooperative  agreement  without  prior  approval  of  the  Washington 
office. 

REVISED  SHIPPING-  POINT  HANDBOOK 

A  revision  of  the  general  "Shipping  Point  Handbook"  has  been  distributed 
to  Shipping  Point  Supervisors, 

In  revising  the  old  "Shipping  Point  Handbook,"  an  effort  has  been  made  to 
incorporate  as  nearly  as  possible  the  ideas  of  the  Washington  office  and  of  . 
Regional  and  Shipping  Point  Supervisors  as  to  changes  which  were  necessary  in 
order  to  bring  the  Handbook  up  to  date  on  Federal  policies  governing  the  admin- 
istrative and  technical  phases  of  the  Federal-State  Service.    Many  excellent 
suggestions  which  were  sent  in  from  the  field  were  not  incorporated  b ecause 
they  dealt  with  problems  which  were  believed  to  be  more  or  less  local  in 
character.    Such  instructions  should  be  issued  by  supervisors  to  meet  their  own 
local  problems. 

Because  of  the  limited  number  of  copies  of  the  new  Handbook  which  it  was 
deemed  advisable  to  make  due  to  the  present  paper  shortage,   it  is  suggested  that 
supervisors  should  not  permit  those  inspectors  who  are  employed  for  only  a  few 
weeks  to  retain  copies  of  the  Handbook  which  are  furnished  for  their  instruction 
during  their  training  period.    All  inspectors  who  are  continuously  employed 
throughout  the  year  should  be  furnished  copies  of  the  Handbook  which  t  hey  should 
retain  for  reference  purposes.
